Asserting that communism is 
now challenging the remocracles 
of the world, former District 
Attorney Hugh S. Boyd, address- 
ing the noon meeting of the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club, Wednesday, 
at the Newton Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, offered as his opinion that 
the rapidly expanding effortB 
of the communists will eventu- 
ally result |n a conflict between 
governments.

Modem Pioneers 


We are pioneers In democracy. 
We are pioneers- because democ- 
racy Is an ever growing, ever 
changing method of living to- 
gether. While the goal of social 
and political equality may re- 
main constant, methods of 
achieving that end may change. 
The exciting, even exhilerating 
shift In values in our physical 
world calls for changes in our 
social and political ideas. We 
have an amazing heritage of 
democracy in deed and litera- 
ture, but often our guldeposts 
are not applicable in our bewild- 
ering modern world. Then we 
are pioneers so that our govern- 
ment by the people, of the people 
and for the people shall not per- 
ish from the earth. 

The League of Women Voters 
makes it possible, through dem- 
ocratic representative process, 
for women to be knowledgeable 
and articulate in government. 
Housework to be done or babies 
to be cared for, these need not 
prevent participation. An in- 
telligent voting body is not only 
desirable but a necessity in a 
democracy, and women who 
heretofore wondered, "What can 
I do?” here have the answer. 
They can join with other women 
in non partisan political action 
in the public interest and in sup- 
port of selected issues. 

The issues as listed in the 
platform of the League of 
Women oters are: 

I. Government by the People 
Requires: 

A. The protection of the citi- 
zen in his constitutional rights, 
especially those ( of freedom of 
speech, religion, assembly, and 
press. 

B. Removal of legal and 
administrative discriminations 
against women. Protection of 


minority groups against discrim- 
ination. 

C. A system of free public ed- 
ucation with equal opportunity 
for all and adequate protection 
for academic freedom. 

D. Legal protection of all cit- 
izens in their right to vote. 

II. Government of the People 
Requires: 

A. A system of government in 
which responsibility Is clearly 
fixed. 

B. A system of government 
which Is responsive to the will 
of the people and which enables 
the voter to carry out his obli- 
gation as a citizen. - 

C. A system of government 
which constantly seek3 to oper- 
ate more efficiently. 

III. Government of the People 
Requires: 

A. The assumption of responsi- 
bility by government for social 
problems which affect the gener- 
al welfare. 

B. Mutual responsibility of 
government, business, agricul- 
ture and labor for solving eco- 
nomic problems in the public in- 
terest. 

C. Conservation and develop- 
ment of natural resources in 
the public interest. 

IV. That such Government 
Shall Not Perish from the Earth 
Requires: 

A. Recognitoin of the interde- 
pendence of the world. 

B. The cooperative method of 
solving international problems. 

C. Adoption of domestic poli- 
cies which will* facilitate the so- 
lution of international problems. 

Specific measures of Congress 
are supported or opposed on the 
basis of these principles. And 
that such government shall not 
perish from the earth requires 
that each of us be a pioneer — 
a sturdy, articulate democrat.

The Newton Board of Aider- 
men appropriated at their meet* 
In* on Monday night an addi- 
tional sum of $286,560.27 for the 
addition to the Technical High 
School, Newtonvlllc, the cost of 
which will amount to $372,769. 
Thi3 figure Is 10% higher than 
was estimated last Fall due to 
the rise in prices since that time. 
Of the amount appropriated 
$241,579 is to be taken from the 
remainder of the $300,000 bond 
issue and the balance of $45,000 
from the sale of tax title prop- 
erty. 

Other appropriations made by 
the Board were: $1,930 for a 350 
foot extension of a water main 
on Hatfield Road, Ward 3; $750 
for a 150 foot extension of a 
water main on .Crehore Drive, 
Ward 4; $876 for pension of Tim- 
othy F. Crowley, an employee 
of the Street Department and 
$150 at the request of the Law 
Department to settle a claim 
of Corina McManus -for injuries 
received in a fall on March 7, 
1946.

Lyman Hoover, Y.M.C.A. secre- 
tary who recently returned from 
China, spoke on "Is there Hope 
for China?" at the meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club on Monday 
at the Brae Burn Country Club. 

Mr. Hoover indicated that 
much of the pessimism about 
China’s futui'e is due to taking 
too short a view of present con 
ditions. China is 5000 year* old 
and a few years mean little to the 
Chinese. They are used to cycles 
of security and insecurity, pros- 
perity and disaster. It must be 
remembered that China has many 
problems, peculiarly her own 
which complicate her situation. 
Her vast population whicji is in- 
dicated variously from 400 to 600 
millions;limited communications: 
numerous dialets within the coun- 
try: poverty; illiteracy. The aw- 
ful destruction caused by the war; 
inflation-prices are 7000 times 
higher than before the. war; the 
struggle between the central gov- 
ernment and the Communists. As 
China looks to the future she 
faces three basic needs: Wide- 
spread education of her vast pop- 
ulation public leaders to serve the 
people, and co operation among 
the people and particularly 
among various groups.

The Power To Carry On 

A Sermon by Rev. Robert Clyde Yarbrough, Ph.D. 


In that delightful book which 
many of you have road entitled 
•'Man.- Poppins," Mbs Topsey 
Tartlctt marries Mr. T'wvry and 
so becomes Topsey Turrry. In 
the post-war world in which we 
now live most of us belong to the 
Turvey family. Anxious about 
our work, concerned for our per- 
sonal relationships, confronted 
with problems we don’t know 
how to handle and with decisions 
we don’t know how to make, we 
know realistically the thing which 
Topsey Turvey represents sym- 
bolically. Mired in personal diffi- 
culty, cornered by inexplicable 
circumstance, and faced with a 
suffocating sense of external 
strain, we know what Reinhold 
Niebuhr means when he insists 
that ours is a generation which 
desperately needs the spiritual 
resources with which to deal with 
the problem of frustration. 

Many of us are like the old cis- 
terns which I remember were to 
be found at all the rent houses on 
the ranch when I was a boy: 
that is to say, we are all right 
as far as we go but we can’t 
count on ourselves; the resources 
of our supply are superficial: our 
reserves are limited; we cannot 
stand a prolonged drought. Miss 
Tartlett is not alone: many of us 
Topseys have married a Mr. Tur- 
vey. 

To such a situation our Chris- 
tian faith speaks directly. This 
deep need of our inner lives for 
an adequate spiritual water sup- 
ply is met by one of the deep 
facts of Christianity. For central 
in our Christian faith is the dec- 
laration that we need not remain 
cisterns; we can become artesian 
wells “with resources that run 
deep so that w*e need not be at 
the mercy of transient circum- 
stances.” One of the basic affir- 
mations of our faith is that if we 
trust God for the power to live 
triumphantly we will find our- 
selves in possession of the power. 
“In Him who strengthens me I 
am able for anything.” (Moffat). 

Professor Frederick C. Grant 
of Union Seminary in his recent 
book, ‘The FTactice of Religion,” 
tells of a man who was walking 
one night along the edge of 


ndless hours. When darkness 
finally yielded lo the pale light 
s£ morning, he looked down and 
instead of . iving the yawning 
chasm which he had imagined all 
through the night was below him, 
he saw a ledge of solid rock some 
nine feet wide and less than six 
inches beneath him. His foot was 
almost touching it. If he had only 
been willing to relax, to let go, He 
could have spent the night in 
safety and comparative comfort 
instead of in terror and great 
pain. All during the black, ter- 
rible night he did not know, 
however, what lay beneath him. 

And neither do we know what < 
lies before us. but the power to

On the coast of Maine one sum- 
mer I watched with fascination 
what happened to an inland bay 
which was connected with the 
open sea by a narrow gorge. 
There were times when it was 
nothing but an empty hole In 
the ground. Then the tide would 
come roaring In and it would be 
filled to capacity, a source of 
sustenance and power for the ma- 
rine life which dwelt within it. 
Of itself the bay never could fill 
itself with this power. It could 
only be receptive, offering inner 
hospitality to the power. During 
the times when tho^ tide was out, 
the marine life in the bay did not 
die; It simp# waited, knowing j 
that the tide could be depended ! 
upon to return, and that when it 
did it would fill the bay with the 
power to* keep life going. 

So it is witn us. We little mol- 
lusks in thjs great sea of life re- 
ceive the power to carry on in the 
lace of whatever comes, not by 
trying to create it, but by being 
willing to appropirate it. The

Mr. Hauthaway Mabbe'tt, 
spokesman for the group, said 
that a place should be set 
aside for flying the models, 
under the supervision of the 
Playground Department. The 
flyers, all members of the Aca- 
demy of Model Aeronautics, a 
division of the National Air- 
plane Academy, are insured 
against personal and property 
damage. 

Mr. Mabbett pointed out that 
flying and building model planes 
taught youths fine craftsman- 
ship, and kept them intensely 
interested. , There are seven 
hobby shops and 22 hardware 
stores in the city which sell 
model airplane supplies, and one 
of the country’s leading manu- 
facturers of model plane kits 
is located in Newton Upper 
Falls. 

The Commissioners took the 
request of the group under ad- 
visement and went on record as 
approving of the flying activity 
under proper conditions. F. Ew- 
ing Wilson. Recreation Commis- 
sioner. was authorized to advise 
the fliers of the Commissioner’s 
decision as soon as possible.

Uth Annual Report 
Social Security Bd. 

The payments of benefits to in- 
sured wage earners during per- 
iods of permanent total disabil- 
ity through the expansion of the 
present Federal Government pro- 
gram of old-age and. survivors in- 
surance is one of the recom- 
mendations of the Social Security 
Board In its eleventh and last 
annual report. James T. Phelan, 
manager of the Cambridge office 
of the Social Security Adminis- 
tration. located at 1248 Massachu- 
setts ayenue (Harvard Square) 
sa.d today. 

In July of 1946 the Board was 
abolished, its functions trans- 
ferred to the Federal Security 
Agency, and its organization de- 
signated as the Social Security 
Administration. The current re- 
port, required of the Board under 
the Social Security Act, is for 
the fiscal year 1945-46. 

In making its recommendation 
for the inclusion of disability In- 
surance, the BoVhd said that the 
wage loss suffered by permanent- 
ly disabled working people and 
their families probably runs from 
$1,500,000,000 tto 2,000,000,000 a 
year. 

Another recommendation of the 
Board calls for the extension of 
coverage under old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance to gll gainfully 
employed individuals. Persons 
not st present able to earn pro- 
tection under the program in- 
clude thoae employed in argicul- 
ture, domestic service, non-profit 
organizations and Government 
service and those who are self- 
employed. 

Mr. Phelan pointed out that 
this recommendation was based 
upon ten years of administrative 
experience, which had demon- 
strated the feasibility of exten- 
sion of coverage to the groups 
now without the protection of 
the program. 

In addition to protecting the 
groups not now covered, the ex- 
tension of the program would re- 
dues the number of persons 
who lose their rights to benefits 
by shifting in and out of covered 
employment, he added. 

A third major recommendation 
calls for changes in the method 
by which old-age and survivors 
Insurance benefits are figured to 
increase the amount of the bene- 
fits, particularly foq low-paid 
employees. The general level of 
benefits should be raised, the re- 
port states, largely because of in- 
creased living costs. 

Other recommendations of the 
Board call for legislation to pre- 
vent servicemen from losing the 
protection of the old-age and sur- 
vlvora insurance system because 
of servioe In the armed forces, 
also calls for Increasing from 
$3,000 to $8,600 a year the wages 
thgt may be credited to the ac- 
count ©f any wage earner, thus 
expanding the basis for determ- 
ination of benefits, and an In- 
crease In the amount of earnings 
beneficiary may receive in 
covered employment without hav- 
ing benefits suspended. 

The Board also recommends 
reduction of the qualifying age 
for all women beneficiaries from 
65 to 60 years.

There is an old saying, "Fools ' 
rush in where angels fear to I 
tread." I guess that applies to 
your columnist this week. I real- 
ize fully that this is not going 
to sit wed wltn many people 
whom I both like and respect. 
However, it seems to me that the 
cold, hard facts of the matter 
justify me in doing a little think- 
ing out loud. So, here goes. 

Under certain circumstances, 
the plans of the recently formed 
Newton Tribute Foundation - 
might well command consider- 
ably more enthusiastic support 
than they do at the moment. It 
so happens, however, that we 
have in Newton a rather critical 
housing shortage, especially as 
it pertains to veterans of World 
War II. I am just wondering if 
it would not be far wiser and in- 
finitely more beneficial to spend 
the $40,000.00 which the Founda- 
tion is attempting to raise for the 
construction of a little new hous- 
ing or at least for the purchas- 
ing of a few small tracts of In- 
expensive land on which some 
worthwhile housing project might 
be started? Is not this some- 
thing to which a great deal of 
careful thought should be given, 
and soon? 

Why do I feel this way? That's 
a fair question. Suppose that 
the sum of $40,000.00 is raised 
and spent on the beautification 
of Commonwealth Ave. between 
Chestnut Hill and Norumbega 
Park. What profound benefit de- 
rives from that work? Will It 
comfort any substantial number 
of veterans In our city? What 
percentage of our veterans live 
on Commonwealth Ave. or even 
nearby? How about giving a 
lift, a boost In morale, to at least 
a few of those worthy veterans 
who are currently living in trail- 
ers 'or attics or basement apart- 
ments or, at best, doubling up 
with their In laws? On the other 
hand, if our experts should tell 
us that $40,000.00 is too samll a 
sum with which to do much to j 
alleviate the serious housing I 
shortage, would it not be smart 
to consider some other practical 
proposition for really helping 1 
those veterans who are in desper- 
ate need of help. Incidentally, I j 
am not theorizing about this 
problem. It so happens I have 
met quite a few young couples 
who have been putting up a 
grand fight in the face of heavy 
odds ever since the husband's : 
discharge from the service. I 
have seen housing difficulties, job- 
finding difficulties and serious 
health problems which tempor- 
arily dwarf the other two. 

So, here is my suggestion for 
the Newton Tribute Foundation, 
whose officers and promoters 
are, in a number of instances, 
good friends of mine. Whether 
or not they will be, next week is 
another matter. Why not conduct 
an informal poll of the veterans 
themselves, taking, perhaps, a 
cross-section of them, in order to 
avoid heavy expense. Ask the 
veterans themselves what THEY 
would like the Foundation to do 
for them. That’s a logical move, I 
is it not? 

In closing, may I emphasize the 
fact that this is written entirely 
of my own volition and without 
any request or veiled suggestion 
from any source. I am speaking 
for myself and do not even know 
what stand the Editor of the j 
Graphic may see fit to take. 

Sex Crimes : 

Just a rew words regarding the 
uproar concerning sex crimes in 
this state. Tragic and horrible 
as this latest crime in Malden is, 
it may. nevertheless, result in 
something being done to reduce 


substantially th# number of such 
crimes in the future. All the 
newspapers are on their toes and 
demanding not only action but 
prompt action. Our Governor is 
giving the aituation a great deal 
of time and thought. So art our 
law makers up on Beacon Hill. 
So, also, are our numerous penal 
experts and those functioning In 
similar capacities. Among them 
is one of Brookline’s relatively 
new Selectmen, Reuben L. Lurie, 
who has filed a remedial bill in 
the Legislature. Watch the pro- 
gress of this particular bill. There 
is definitely something wrong 
when hundreds upon hundreds of 
known sex offenders are known 
to be at large and are just as 
much potential killers as the 
young man from Malden. If 
money is needed for new hos- 
pitals for the mentally sick, for 
more doctors, nurses, etc., then, 
in the name of common sense 
let’s appropriate thoae funds in- 
stead of spending the taxpayers’ 
money for a new bridge across 
the Hoosegow River or a new 
road off Highway 28, by-passing 
the town of Squashville. 

Finally, my readers may recall 
that I put in a strong plug for 
greater support for all hospitals 
and more especially mental hos- 
pitals In a recent column. My 
remarks were primarily directed 
to our splendid Women’s Clubs, 
the local League of Women Vot- 
ers and similar organizations. 
May I now suggest that these 
same organizations direct some 
of their attention to the sex crime 
problem and its alleviation? 

Moiqiito Control 

A letter concerning the neces- 
sity for mosquito control in New- 
ton has just been brought to my 
attention. Although I am not 
sure that I agree with the writ- 
er’s statement that "A new May- 
or could be elected on this Issue,” 
I think that the problem is more 
important than some of us may 
realize. The purpose of this 
brief paragraph is simply to give 
the matter publicity and to prom- 
ise to go into greater detail in a 
later column.

family units In six two-story 
apartment buildings. Of the more 
than 400 persons present at Mon- 
day night’s meeting only 11 were 
in favor of the project and replies 
received from the postal card 
poll have resulted in 301 residents 
against the project and 60 In 
favor of It. 

The promoters of the housing 
project, Earl C. Davis of Waban 
and Harold M. Hatfield of Jamai- 
ca Plhin, both builders, outlined 
the proposed development, of 
which James T. Trefrey of Waban 
is to be exclusive rental agent. 
The anticipated investment is of 
$750,000 to $900,000 and its 
financing is to be insured by the 
Federal Housing Authority. It 
requires a change in the zoning 
law from single family to gen- 
eral residence and the site and 
unit plans have been approved 
by* the Underwriters Section of 
the F.1T.A., which will supervise 
the construction. Rental is to 
be $80 per month, plus $3 per 
room for heat. 

Angus M. MacNeil, president 
of the Home Builders Association 
of Greater Boston, also spoke in 
favor of the development. 

Warren F-. Lincoln, first to 
voice opposition, asserted that he 
came to Waban 18 years ago be- 
cause it was in a single family 
zone and that he does not believe 
that the village is the place for 
such a project. Dr. Henry Hud- 
son stated that very few veterans 
can afford to pay the rentals to 
be asked. John Peterson also said 
that he didn’t believe that the 
development would be of much 
use to veterans and expressed 
the hope that single family 
houses be built In the district. 

Retiring president Ted H. 
Oakey announced that a public 
hearing will be held at the New- 
ton City Hall on Thursday, March 
27, on the petition of Earl C, 
Davis for the change of land from 
the Single Residence "B” District 
to General Residence District, 
bounded northerly by Moffat 
road, north-easterly by Montclair 
road, southerly by rear line of 
lots fronting on Beacon street, 
westerly by rear line of lots front- 
Inig on Windsor road.

the “Eternal Light,” which will 
burn forever by night and day, 
keeping bright the living mem- 
ories of the men whose names 
will be recorded in everlasting 
stone and bronze. It’s height 
will approximate ten feet above 
the grade level. It will consist 
of four pieces — the supporting 
base, the plinth (or die), the 
shaft and the lamp. The monu- 
ment will be of Vermont gran- 
ite, and the embellishments — 
name panel, sword and lamp — 
will be cast bronze. Concealed 
wiring of weatherproof nature 
through the centre of the monu- 
ment will carry the current to 
the light bulb, fashioned to rep- 
resent a flame. 

The lamp is symbolically 
known as the “lamp of remem- 
brance” and is classic Greek in 
design. It is this unique feature 
which gives the memorial the 
utmost in spiritual significance 
tribute to those whose 
lives were sacrificed in uphold-

My Dear Mr. Ahlin: 

I should like to second the plea 
of "The Last Straw” In the Gra- 
phic of March 6. 

Newton is often called the 
Garden City but of what use 
are our gardens If we can never 
stay long enough in them to en- 
joy them? During the last three 
yeears, evjen if one went out in 
the morning, there have been 
such hordes of mosquitoes that 
one could do little work In com- 
fort while if one were obliged to 
work In the evening, half of one’s 
ttlme was spent in warding off 
(or trying to) the hungry pests. 
Visions of malaria have haunted 
us as we tried to identify the 
anopheles variety or tossed 
wakefully between scratches. 

Two years ago the Newton 
Highlands Garden Club tried to 
start a campaign for the de- 
mosquitolzing of Newton. After 
a speaker representing the state 
told us what had been done in 
neighboring communities, a let- 
ter was sent to the City Council 
asking for immediate relief. That 
year a limited amount was voted 
and used chiefly for surveying 
some of the breeding places, es- 
pecially along the Charles. Little 
or no improvement was noted 
from such inadequate measures. 

Could not the city use some 
of the money saved on sidewalk 
snow removal or street sanding 
to relieve the majority of our 
citizens from this pest and en- 
able them to enjoy the gardens 
for which they have sought the 
Garden City?

I think that a little support 
for the Newton Tribute Founda- 
tion from the veterans of World 
War II is long overdue. In the 
last few weeks I have read num- 
erous letters bitterly criticizing 
this project for its impracticality 
and its failure to contribute to 
the memory of those who died 
in this war by constructively 
aiding those of us who are now 
struggling to make ends meet. 

I don’t blame those who are 
disgusted with the failure of the 
city government of this city to 
take the necessary action to al- 
leviate the housing shortage by 
requesting federal housing units, 
giving veterans priorty in buy- 
ing city-owned land and in num- 
erous other ways that have been 
proposed. Apparently they are 
still more interested In keeping 
‘ the real estate interests satis- 
fied than in helping the veterans 
of their own city obtain a place 
> to live, but I think that the 
: blame has been put in the wrong 
place. 

To some this looks like a sop 
tossed to us by the city to keep 
us quiet and make us forget 
that they haven’t done a thing 
, for us as far as housing is 
concerned but I don’t think this 
is the case. I believe that these 
people are doing this on their 
own because to them this was 
a good idea and not because it 
would serve as a good smoke- 
screen for the powers-that-be at 
city hall. Surely these people 
aren’t trying to do anything cut 
honor the veterans In the best 
way they know how. Most of 
them are prominent citizens who 
could get the publicity, if that 
is what they were seeking, in 
other ways that entail a lot less 
work. 

Even if we disagree with their 
plan, and there are a lot of us 
who think that a project that 
would have a more vital connec- 
tion with the life of the commu- 
nity such as a field house for 
some of the kids who have only 


the street to play In or a com- 
munity building in which to hold 
meetings, dances and other so- 
cial activities might be prefer- 
able but this plan doesn't rule 
out such projects in (he future. 
This isn’t a statue or some oth- 
er inert mass of rock, mass-pro- 
duced and ordcrd at wholesale 
price, the same monument exact- 
ly that thousands of other towns 
are putting up as public eye- 
sores. It is something that will 
look better and better as the 
years go by, a living tribute to 
our buddies that have gone and 
a constant remlmder of them to 
those of us who survived. So let's 
not sound off with a lot of grip- 
ing about jBome darn generous 
people who are trying to show 
their thanks In the way they 
thought most- .fitting and give 
them a little thanks for their ef- 
forts.

“Bet- 
ter Citizens Build a Better 
World” is the Anniversary slog- 
an of the Girl Scouts and pro- 
vides the theme for many of the 
special events, both national and 
local, that are being held in hon- 
or of the Girl Scout Birthday. 

According to Mrs. Henry Whit- 
more, Jr., the Girl Scouts of 
Newton are observing the Anni- 
versary by special Village, Troop 
and Community activities. There 
is a Girl Scout International 
Friendship Display at Baron’s 
Store in West Newton. A group 
of Newton Scouts under the di- 
rection of Miss Elizabeth Rich- 
ardson. executive director, took 
part in a dramatic presentation 
at the Community Anniversary 
Dinner held at the Copley Plaza 
on Wednesday. A number of 
troops are holding special Anni- 
versary Troop meetings with par- 
ents and guests, and contribu- 
tions to the Juliette Low Mem- 
orial Friendship Fund are being 
collected throughout the troops.

As an aftermath of the short- 
ages of materials to make heat- 
ing units it may be expected that 
there will be an increase in the 
use of stokers for anthracite and 
for bituminous coal. There is also 
the possibility of the use of stok- 
ers with coke. 

Stokers are of two general 
types, those that are manually 
controlled, as in connection with 
large boilers, and those which are 
automatically controlled. The 
manually controlled ones, which 
sometimes have partial automat- 
ic control of the speed of feeding, 
are found in factories, and for 
heating plants of large buildings. 
Except for the fact that they per- 
mit long periods in which no one 
is present in the boiler room, 
there is little difference in haz- 
ards, as applying to the boiler, 
for these manually controlled 
stokers than would be the case 
for hand-fired boilers. 

An automatic stoker equipped 
with proper safety controls can- 
not be said to increase the fire 
hazard, and in fact for anthra- 
cite it generally reduces the haz- 
ard because of the lessened dan- 
ger of hot coals in the ashes and 
the fact that the fire does not 
have to be broken up to remove 
clinkers. 

The principal danger from the 
use of automatic stokers is that 
persons will believe they are too 
automatic in operation, and will 
fail to attend to such items as 
water level in the boiler and con- 
ditions of the stove pipe. These 
are both factors involving a life 


hazard. A boiler in which water 
is allowed to get too low may be 
crocked if of cast Iron and may 
be burned or distorted if steel, 
and under certain conditions with 
either type of boiler an explosion 
may result. 

Automatic stokers on house 
heating boilers and furnaces arc 
usually controlled from a room 
thermostat, and in addition have 
devices arranged to operate the 
stoker periodically to prevent the 
fire going out. In addition to the 
ordinary safety valves, safety 
control should include the follow- 
ing: For steam boilers, an auto- 
matic device to shut down the 
stoker in the event of excess 
steam pressure and an automatic 
device to shut down the stoker 
in the event of low water in the 
boiler; for hot water boilers, an 
automatic device to shut down 
the stoker in the event of exces- 
sive water temperature; and for 
warm air furnaces, an automatic 
device to shut down the stoker 
in the event of excessive air tem- 
perature, and also an overrun 
control of the air circulating fan 
to keep the fan running when air 
temperatures are above a safe 
limit even though the room ther- 
mostat has been satisfied and the 
stoker operation shut off. For any 
automatic device, the electric 
motor should be provided with 
an inherent over heating protec- 
tive device. Even with all neces- 
sary safety devices boilers and 
furnaces need to be checked oc- 
casionally to see that everything 
is in safe working order.

; Council of Churches 
Sponsors Institute 
On United Nations 

An Institute on the United Na- 
tions will be held in Newton 
Thursday, April 17. with morning, 
afternoon and evening sessions. 
The Institute will be sponsored 
by the Newton Council of Church- 
es and the Massachusetts Coun- 
cil of Churches jointly. The pur- 
pose of the Institute will be to 
help people understand what the 
United Nations is and what it 
hopes to do. Such Institutes are 
to be set up in strategic places 
across the country. The one to 
be held in Newton will be one 
of the very first. 

There will be a number of out- 
standing authorities in Interna- 
tional Relations who will lead 
discussion groups during the 
day. In the evening the speaker 
will be Dr. Pennington Haile who 
will speak on "You — Your Church 
and the United Nations.’’ Dr. 
Haile graduated from Dartmouth 
College in 1924 and returned 
there after securing his Master 
of Arts degree from Harvard in 
1925. He taught at Dartmouth 
until 1931, at which time he re- 
turned to Harvard and secured 
his doctorate in 1935. At that 
time the rapid deterioration of 
the whole structure of interna- 
tional society spurred his inter- 
est in world affairs and led him 
into his present work. 

The summers of 1935 and 1936 
he spent largely in Geneva. 
Switzerland, where he obtained 
a clear and comprehensive pic- 
ture of the workings of the 
League of Nations. This close 
contact with the League enabled 
him to see the reasons for its 
success in non-politica\ fields, and 
also the reasons for its signal fail- 
ures in meeting major political 
crises. 

In the autumn of 1935 he be- 
came Assistant Director of the 
League of Nations Association 
and has worked in that capacity 
ever since. His work takes him 
before many audiences in New 
York and other parts of the coun- 
try.

DIPHTHERIA 


Although diphtheria, in the 
past ten years, has ceased to be 
a major public health problem 
in the city of Newton, we must 
constantly be on guard against 
it, Dr. Ernest M. Morris, New- 
ton’s Health Officer and Execu- 
tive Committee Member of the 
Newton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association, pointed out today 
in a report issued through the 
Health Education Service of the 
Association. 

"Immunization against diph- 
theria, including the booster 
dose, must be continued if New- 
ton is to maintain its present 
control of this serious and un- 
necessary disease,” Dr. Morris 
3tated. 

In other parts of Massachu- 
setts diphtheria is on the in- 
crease. Throughout the state 
the sharp rise in the number o' 
diphtheria cases ha3 been called 
alarming by public health au- 
thorities. A total of 443 cases 
were reported In 1946 to the 
Massachusetts State Department 
of Public Healh. This is more 
than double the number report- 
ed in any year since 1937. 

Any child who ha3 not been 
innoculated against diphtheria 
may be in danger of contracting 


the disease. To avoid unneces 
sary sickness and death, it is 
wise to have children Innoculated 
some time between the ages of 
3ix months and one year. About 
four years after the first Im 
munization, and especially Just 
before entering school, a booster 
dose should be given to build up 
the Immunity again. All child 
ren who have never been immun 
ized against diphtheria should 
"eceive this protection immedi 
ately. 

Partly as a health education 
method, to encourage all parent? 
to have their children protected 
the Newton Health Department 
conducts an immunization clinic 
every month from September to 
June, on the next to the last 
Thursday in the monta as City 
Hall. Appointments are made 
through the Health Department. 
Children who come to the clinics 
are immunized against diph 
theria and vaccinated against 
smallpox. But the bulk of New- 
ton’s Immunizations are done by 
private physicians. 

This year, with nlphtheria in- 
creasing in some cities arouno 
Newton, parents shouli tak* 
special care to see that the i - 
children are protecteh.

"How long halt ye between two 1 right. Idolatry applies, therefore,

Here is a vivid scene of people 
confused, slowed dowrn to a stop ! 
because of their confusion. When 
the prophet Elijah asked this j 
question on Mount Carmel he | 
was concerned with the fact that 
people had forsaken God to wor- 


not only to self-worship but to 
the collective ego as well. 

A still more distorted idol can , 
be the way w r e think of God Him- 
self. There are those who prefer 
not to think of Him at all, others 
have only the haziest notions of 
Him, a sort of oblong blur on 
their horizon, still others truly 
seek Him yet only succeed in | 
creating a pathetic imitation of

TO| 
that question many people stilF 
answer not a word, The world 
cries out for faith, a faith that 
will make sense and endure.

place of God. The glory of God 
has been turned into corruptible 
things. The idols of today are

In 1897 a group of Episcopal- 
ians in Newtonville organized 
“St. John’s Episcopal Church As- 
sociation," at first made up of 
about twenty people. It was the 
“horse and buggy days,” so they 
found it a little too far to drive 
to Grace Church, Newton, or the 
Messiah, Auburndale. For two 
years services were held in Tem- 
ple Hall, Masonic Buildfpg, New- 
tonville, conducted by the Rev- 
erend George W. Shinn, the Rev- 
erend Edward T. Sullivan and the 
Reverend Abel Millard under the 
direction of Bishop Lawrence. 

In J899 the Rev. Richard T. 
Loring, then a student at the 
Episcopal Theological School in 
Cambridge, began twenty-six 
years of devotion and sacrifice as 
Rector. In 1900 the present incor- 
porated parish was organized, 
the constitution and by-laws 
adopted and the first vestry elect- 
ed, of which Mr. Francis T. Ben- 
ner was Senior Warden anc^ Mr. 
Charles F. Avery, Junior War- 
den. Land was purchased and de- 
signs for the present church 
drafted by Mr. Henry Vaughn, 
famous Boston architect. Bishop 
Lawrence laid the corner stone of 
St. John's Church on June 25, 
1902, the first servive being held 


in the new church the following 
year on March 22nd. The parish 
house was built in 1921 complet- 
ing the buildings as they now 
stand. Mr. Loring, after a quae 
ter century of faithful and de- 
voted service to the parish and 
community, died in 1926. He was 
succeeded by the Reverend Ray- 
mond Lang, former Curate at 
Grace Church, Newton, who con- 
tinued as Rector until called in- 
to the U. S. Army as Chaplain in 
1941.

Adams, Hon. Marcus Morton, Mr.

YOUR POLITICAL POTENTIAL 


What Is your political poten- 
tial? You have power or the pos- 
sibility of power. If you are not 
using it, someone else Is. If you 
are allowing someone else to use 
your political responsibilities, you 
are alolwlng someone else to use 
your vote. What are you doing? 
Granted you have no Position of 
Power! You are just one vote, 
but you are One Vote. In a de- 
mocracy you cannot be Invisible. 
If you do nothing, you are by 
your apathy agreeing. If you &o 
something, you are at least shoul- 
dering your share. Even one con- 
sidered opinion is valuable. 

You need not be an expert on 
Greece, the atom bomb or tax- 
ation. You need not necessarily 
understand certification of teach- 
ers of the requirements of the 
Fair Employment Practices Act. 
You may not know what the five 
permissive forms of city govern- 
ment are in the Commonwealth. 
While It would be more desirable 
to be learned on all these topics, 
Is it not necessary to be so to be 
a citizezn in these United States. 
The founders of our Democracy 
did not possess Ph.D. degrees; 
The Signers of the Declaration 
of Independence wore no Phi 
Beta Kappa keys. But'they had a 
belief— a burning conviction of 
democracy. 

One’s hope for a democratic 
world can be used as the measur- 
ing stick for almost any legisla- 
tion action. Once one has recap- 
tured the belief that one man 
does count, it is possible to look 


about, to evaluate what one sees 
in local, state, or national gov- 
ernment on the basis of one’s 
democratic values. 

The best way of starting to 
take one’s political responsibili- 
ties seriously is to understand 
local government. We all want 
the same things— a steady job 
preferably with a good income!) 
a decent home, good schools for 
our children, safe streets, some- 
thing substantial in return for 
that tax dollar. The Newton 
League of Women Voters exists 
to promote political responsibility 
through informed and active par- 
ticipation of citizens in govern- 
ment. 

At the present time there is a 
possibility of painlessly learning 
a good deal about out* schools 
and our local government. On 
the 24th of March from 10 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. at the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club there is to be a 
Conference on Current Issues. 
This is a service which the Mas- 
sachusetts League of Women 
Voters, .the Newton League of 
Women Voters, the Federation 
of Women’s Clubs and the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club have 
provided for any interested per- 
son each year for the past decade. 
All during the year the League 
of Women Voters provides for 
any Newton resident non-parti- 
san information which will enable 
him to be an intelligent citizen 
‘in a democracy.

Plan E in Mass, is one of the | 
five optional forms of city govern- 
ment which It Is possible for any 
city to adopt by a majority of 
the votes cast on the question. It 
Is sometimes referred to as the 
city manager, or the council man- 
ager, or the Cincinnati plan. Some 
cities in the country have a city 
manager without what is called 
proportional representation, some 
cities have proportional represen- 
tation as their method of voting 
without having a city manager; 
Plan E is unique since it provides 
for the election of the city coun- 
cil and the school committee by 
a proportional representation 
vote. 

As far as the voter is concerned 
proportional representation is not 
only democratic but simple. It is 
designed to bring about more 
representative local government. 
The individual voter Is able to in- 
dicate not only which of the can- 
didates he most prefers but he 
may indicate which of the other 
candidates he would help to elect 
if his first choice is already elect- 
ed or if his first choice does not 
receive enough votes to get elect- 
ed. Under the usual method of 
voting, the voter may cast a bal- 
lot for only one man. If his bal- 
lot does not help to elect that 
candidate it is of no help to any- 
one else. Under a PR election 
the voter marks a i opposite the 
name of the candidate who best 
represents his opinion, a 2 op- 
posite the name of the candidate 
who is his second choice, a 3 op- 
posite his third, and so on until 
he has listed as many choices as 
he cares to make. He can ex- 
press as many choices as there 
j are candidates and thus make his 
! vote really count.

He serves as chairman of the 
school committee in addition to 
presiding over the council. His 
vote is counted as a council mem- 
ber and he has no veto power 
over the council.

The city manager is appointed 
by the council and holds offices 
at its pleasure. He can be remov- 
ed from office by the council 
which has sole authority for such 
action, and its decision cannot be 
appealed to any court or other 
body. On the other hand the city 
manager has the right to a public 
hearing before his removal, al- 
though he could be suspended 
awaiting the hearing. He can 
also demand a written statement 
from the council of its com- 
plaints. 

The city manager is appointed 
entirely on his administrative and 
executive ability. He need not be 
a resident of the city or Common- 
wealth. His duties are extensive 
and his responsibilities are heavy;

'Realizing Life While Living It" 

A Sermon by Rev. loieph C. MacDonald 


There la a question which is 
asked by one of the characters 
in Thornton Wilder's play, "Our 
Town”, and the question is this: 
"Do any human beings ever real- 
ize life while they are living it? 

I wonder! Do they? What 
would you say? 

We spend so much of our time 
just getting ready. Now it is 
education that occupies us. Once 
those years are ended we are 
busy learning our job, and then 
busy trying to learn how to do 
it better. Then we begin to get 
ready to retire. So much of the 
time the present has meaning for 
us only in terms of the future. 
Real life is somehow in that fu- 
ture. We are anticipating it, pre- 
paring to live, really to live, only 
when we come into those good 
days ahead. 

Again, we spend so much of 
our time making a living. Tho 
pressure of economic necessity 
is ever upon us. The farmer nas 
his chores to do every day year 
in and year out. So does the city 
dweller though he dignifies them 
with much more impressive 
naiqes. Certain things must be 
done. Service must be rendered. 
Wheels must be kept turning. 
Pay checks must be kept coming 
in. The emphasis in most cases 
is on making a living and not on 
making a life. The monthly bills 
almost compels us to feel that 
that arrangement is imperative. 
Yet the truth is that the end and 
object of this whole business of 
making a living should be mak- 
ing a life. "Else, wherefore 
bom?" 

Then too, we take so many 
things for granted. We assume 
so much, taking it as our due. 
How many have said that they 
never realized what good health 
meant until they suffered ill 
health. A woYnan, telling me of 
her joy in her new home, said 
that every time she went out 
she gave it a little pat. It was not 
really that way of course, but 
it was just a-thought, the tribute 
of a happy and grateful heart. 
Yet so many take their homes, 
and the deaf ones in them, for 
granted. The material and the 
spiritual blessings of life we ac- 
cept without much thought. All 


too frequently we suffer from 
hardening of the arteries of ap- 
preciation. 

Once again, all to often we re- 
strain our feeling and hold our 
imaginations in check. Life in a 
suburban city such as this has 
helped along that process. We 
have the feeling that we have 
seen, heard or iexperlenced al- 
most everything. The radio, the 
illustrated magazines and thei 
newspapers have brought the 
world to our dors. In so many 
ways we have become sophisti- 
cates. We are not easily stirred. 
So much of what cofties is an 
old story. We take It, as we 
say, in our stride. Life has some- 
how lost its freshness and its 
thrill. 

Yet this is life — this living out 
the days and years as they come 
Life, for us, is this daily round 
of activity and rest, of work and 
play. It is dashing off to the 
morning train, or getting the 
children off to school, or doing 
our morning shopping, or answer- 
ing the telephone a dozen times a 
day. or talking with our neigh- 
bors about the weather, or read- 
ing a paper or a book, or going 
to a committee meeting, or doing 
the necessary tasks in a store 
or office, or worshipping in God's 
house. Yes, this is life. These 
are the threads with which we 
weave the pattern as we come 
and go. It is this that is life 
for us. 

We turn back to the question 
with which we began. "Do any 
human beings ever realize life 
while they are living it?” Surely 
they should but how frequently 
do th,ey? 

If there is one thing that we 
greatly need it is more of an 
awareness that this gift of the 
j days is God's gift to you and to 
me. We need to feel the wonder 
and the glory of it. Our years 
here are an adventure upon a 
floating island in space. We are 
1 God's ambassadors for a time 
j to this world of his. Somehow 
I we must quicken our imagina- 
tion, lift up our vision and stir 
our hearts and spirits afresh 
that we may see it all and feel 
it all even as He does. 

Then to this sense of aware- 
ness must be added an eager- 
ness to make our days count for 
more. It is for us to enjoy what 
life offers and to find much of 


our enjoyment in sharing with 
others, those whose eyes are 
holden", as the Bible puts It, 
so that they do not see nor ap- 
preciate as they should the mat- 
erial and spiritual riches of God’s 
world. Perhaps we never can "re- 
capture the first fine careless 
rapture” that was ours when the 
world was young for us. But 
something of its splendor should 
linger with us. Eagerly we seek 
after it, through nature, friends, 
worship, that we may live our 
days with it in our hearts. 

Robert Louis Stevenson under 
stood all that so well and he put 
it into words that should ever 
be our prayer: 

"If I have moved among my race 
And shown no glorious morning 
/ face; .< M 

If beams from happy human eyes 
Have moved me not; if morning 
skies, 


rain 

Knocked on my sullen heart in 
vain — 

Lord, thy most pointed pleasure 
take 

And stab my spirit broad awake"

There Is a saying that no two fires are alike. There a're. how- 
ever. several features of the elements of combustion that are 
common to certain fires and knowledge of these should be of 
value to those interested in preventing and extinguishing fires. 

The first of these is that many substances, such as oil, never 
burns, but r.re vaporized by the heat, and the vapors, mixing with ! 
air. are then ignited. This burning of vapor-air mixtures produce 
flame which is defined as a body of burning gas or vapor. 

The second form of fire is where the material itself oxidizes 
and produces heat, generally with little actual flame. Examples 
of these are charcoal, coke and magnesium. 

In general, fires in ordinary combustible material pass through 
both stages. Heat applied to material commonly used or found 
in buildings, such as wood, paper, cloth and other combustibles, 
drives off various gases and vapors. They may not burn, because ■ 
of insufficient heat to produce ignition, as can be noted in a fire- [ 
place, where it is common to see jets of unburned vapor. Eventu- ! 
ally these vapors will ignite and burn, generally as a long colored i 
flame, with hignly heated products of combustion extending be 
yond. In this type of burning, as can be noted with a lighted 1 
match, the production of heat is near the top of the flame and

Auburndale 
Woman's Club

“An outstanding feature of 
celanese is its resistance to 
absorption of dirt and moisture,” 
said Miss Marie Lefcbvre. speak- 
ing before the Auburndale Wo- 
man’s Club Tuesday afternoon 
March 18.

Chief Keating Issues 
Reminder on Open 
Air Fire Ordinance 


At the request of Chief John 
L. Keating of the Newton Fire 
Department we are printing the 
following Act of the General 
Laws relative to the issuance of 
permits for open air fires. 

(Chap. 269) 

An Act Relative to the Issuance 
of Permits for Open Air Fires. 

Whereas, The provisions of 
this act relate to certain restric- 
tions on the setting of fires in the 
open air during 'the months of 
April and May, and the deferred 
operation thereof would prevent 
said provisions from becoming 
operative in the current year, 
therefore it is hereby declared to 
be an emergency law, necessary 
for the immediate preservation of 
the public convenience. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

• Chapter forty-eight of the Gen- 
eral Laws is hereby amended by 
striking out section thirteen, as 
most recently amended by chap- 
ter five hundred and eighty-one 
of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and forty-one, and inserting in

Ko Hush-Hush 

For the past IS months there 
has been a great deal of talking 
on the street-corners In many 
other places concerning the situ- 
ation in our Street Department. 
The reason for this Is. of course, 
obvious. Late in 1945 the citi- 
zens of Newton wefe startled, to 
put it mildly, at the sudden dis- 
closure that all was not well 
within the Street Department. 
Almost immediately our then 
Street Commissioner. John D. 
Haughey, resigned and Harold F. 
Young, who had been serving as 
Secretary to Mayor Goddard, was 
appointed to the vacancy. Sub- 
sequently, Mr. Young was for- 
mally appointed to fill the va- 
cancy on a permanent basis. 

Inasmuch as indictments had 
been returned against a number 
of residents of Newton who were 
mixed up in the so-called scandal, 
the scene thereupon shifted to 
the office of the District Attor- 
ney for Middlesex County. The 
present District Attorney is 
George E. Thompson of Melrose, 
who succeeded our Governor, 
Hon. Robert F. Bradford, who 
was elected Lt. Governor in the 
fall of 1944. 

Now, what has happened since 
these indictments were returned? 
Again, the answer is painfully 
obvious. There has been a long, 
delay in bringing the case to 
trial. And that is precisely the 
reason for all the mutterings and 
complaints which have been heard 
all over Newton for a great many 
months. t A lot of people have 
erroneously, (in the writer’s 
opinion) jujmped to the conclu- 
sion that where there is so much 
smoke there must be Are. I mean 
by that , that there are those 
who sincerely believe that this 
whole unpleasant business in- 
volves somebody higher up in 
our local government and that 
said higher-up is currently being 
protected while the case is being 
held on ice. It is my considered 
opinion that this is NOT true. I 
have talked with the three top 
men in the city government and 
have been told the same thing by 
all three; namely, that our own 
officials are more anxious than 
anybody else to get the matter 
cleared up and have done every- 
thing in their power to hurry up 
the District Attorney. If the lat- 
ter official is either unable or un- 
willing to move any faster than 
he has up to date, just what can 
Mayor Goddard, President of the 
Board Jamieson or City Solicitor 
Bartlett do about it. Mull that 
over, please.

ening talk. He emphasized the 
fact that Gen. MacArthur had 
done an outstanding piece of 
work in Japan in revolutionizing 
that country toward the demo- 
cratic way of life. He also stated 
that American women have been 
sent to Japan to instruct the 
Japanest women along demo- 
cratic ways, and their response 
has been most unusual. The 
Korean situation is another story, 
as that country is divided: In 
the northern part, Russia and 
Communism has a very strong 
hold, while in the southern part 
of Korea, under U. S. A.— General 
Hodge In charge — the people are 
more confused than ever. Dr. 
Canham also covered the Philip- 
pines and stated that devastation 
there was almost 70%. All in all, 
the evening was a most enjoyable 
one and certainly everyone left 
with a better understanding of 
conditions in the Pacific. 

Among the guests was “Cap” 
Alton who told the lady guests 
a little of the meaning of Rotary.

Popular usage does strange 
things with the meanings of 
words and no change In meaning 
has been more interesting than 
what has happened to the words 
"planned" and "free.” When once 
the word planning might mean^ 
for instance, that a farmer was 
doing a good job of crop rota- 
tion and intelligent storing of 
his produce, we have now begun 
to hold the word suspect. To 
many it means some one else’s 
"planning" for us. Tb many peo- 
ple’s minds it means governmen- 
tal planning, that is, interference 
in our right to live as we please. 
We have also changed the mean- 
ing of the word "free". From its 
political and sociological mean- 
ing we are more apt to use it in 
relation to our economic life. Just 
recently our country was prac- 
tically and emotionally divided 
on the subject of planning in re- 
lation to price control. At that 
time we heard a good deal of 
talk about return to a "free econ- 
omy"— an economy in which the 


from the bank to buy some- 
thing which may not necessarily 
increase his productivity. A more 
important kind of credit, al- 
though less obvious to our eyes, 
is the bank credit which is ex- 
tended for the production of 
goods and services. It is obvious, 
of course, that credit can be ex- 
tended at a low rate of interest 
to encourage borrowing, or ex- 
tended at a high rate to dis- 
courage borrowing. But, since the 
rate of interest may and can be 
controlled by the bankers, it 
does not necessarily adjust to 
varying demands for production. 
It often happens that the in- 
terest rate might be rising and 
adding another cost to business 
when prices are falling because 
of an over expansion of business. 

In the earlier stages of our 
Industrialized life the very plau- 
sible idea was advanced that in- 
vestment was a means of in- 
creasing wealth. It was assumed 
that when money was needed to 
start production, the interest

Sergeant Sirous said an 
alert police officer memorized the 
license number as It sped past 
him, learned later that a victim 
of a hit and run accident had been 
found dead within a quarter of a 
mile away, so that a chock re- 
vealed Its whereabouts, investiga- 
tion and photography clearly 
proved its operator guilty.

But how free are we? Many 
of us are under the impression 
that free enterprise and free 
competition are the same thing. 
Under free competition price 
would become the regulator of 
economic activities. The price 
paid for any given article or for 
any service offered would deter- 
mine what would be produced un- 
der such a system. Demand 
would regulate what activities 
labor and capital would be en- 
gaged in; industry under free 
competition would presumably 
be efficient because the consumer 
would buy where he could get 
the most for his money. Because 
of this belief many of us ap 


When the necessity for further 
productive capacity was past, the 
interest rate would fall, and then 
people would spend rather than 
invest. There is one influence 
which is not considered In this 
theory— that is that many people 
save in order to have economic 
security. For protection against 
various hazards, business losses, 
accidents, sickness, old age, un- 
employment, many people save 
regardless of the current interest 
rate. And secondly, the intrica- 
cies of our banking and credit 
system have prevented the inter- 
est rate from adjusting automa- 
tically to the needs of production. 
A very vital factor in the situa- 
tion is that a good third of our 
national income, or more, is con- 


proach our economic problems ' trolled by a small fraction of the 


as if they would be solved if busi- 
ness were not given so much 
government interference. And 
along with this idea there is the 
assumption that the incentive of 
wages and profits will keep men 
producing at their highest capa- 
city and that the most efficient 
work will be rewarded with the 
highest pay. 

There are a number of factors 
which prevent this simple re- 
lationship. To state it in the sim- 
plest possible terms, we may say 
that there are three factors 
which prevent the automatic 
functioning of a freely competi- 
tive economy with price as a 
regulator. The first is widespread 
monopoly practices, the second 
is extensive credit, and the third 
is the fact that there is a desire 
to save regardless of returns on 
saving. 

Widespread monopolistic prac- 
tices of three main types operate 
against the consumer. First, a 
business may become so pros- 
perous as to buy out competi- 
tion. Secondly, manufacturers of 
similar products may agree 
among themselves to a certain 
orice, or at least a price floor. 
Third, the control of a raw ma- 
terial or a patent may enable 
one man to control the field. 

Money and bank credit may 
also act to prevent the automatic 
functioning which we discussed 
above. For instance, extension of 
credit— a promise to pay in the 
future for present purchases — 
enables a wholesaler to stock up 
on goods for which he will pay 
when he has sold them. Or a con- 
sumer may buy on the Install- 
ment plan or borrow money 


population. Since such tremen- 
dous wealth cannot be spent on 
consumption, the wealth is in- 
vested with a view to future de- 
velopments and not necessarily 
on the basis of the present in- 
terest rate. 

Now, as much as any time in 
the history of our county, we 
Americans are aware of the 
tremendous rise in prices of con- 
sumer goods — food, household 
products, clothing — and of capi- 
tal goods — tools and machinery. 
We are hoping to avoid another 
depression. We are hoping — but 
though we know the factors in- 
volved in the boom-bust cycle, we 
have done little to prevent 
recurrence. In order to consider 
the problem it is often wise to 
reexamine the facts about the 
economy in which we live— as 
we have just done. Using these 
facts as a basis for our thinking 
we can face the larger problem 
of how we can control our econo- 
my. Or shall our economy control 
us?

and to continue for two years a 
similar non-conforming usage of 
the buildings on the old Willow 
Farm on the outskirts of New- 
ton near the Waltham-Water- 
town boundary lines, the Star 
Market Company stated that it 
is completing plans to erect ade- 
quate modern plant facilities 
with large refrigerators, freez- 
ers, conveyors, kitchens, ovens, 
etc., convenient to railroad 
services and truck traffic ar- 
teries. 

“During the war the Star 
Market Company temporarily 
took over the three acres of farm 
land and buildings originally 
built as a dairy and milk-bot- 
tling plant and spent over ten 
thousand dollars in improving 
sewage disposal systems, re- 
moving old rubbish dumps, fill- 
ing in and landscaping the low 
land adjacent to the old pond 
on the adjoining farm, and clean- 
ing up the buildings to make 
them sanitary. A cement plat- 
form was poured over the rat- 
infested ruins of two old silo 
foundations. The Waltham 
Chemical Company was retained 
to eradicate the pests. The 
Newton Health Department was 
frequently invited to inspect 
the premises and to make any 
recommendations for improve- 
ments but not a single unsani- 
tary condition was noted. 

"The Star Market Company 
developed the former milk-bot- 
tling quarters into a modern 
delicatessen kitchen under the 
supervision of an able chef 
whose professional standing is 
attested to by numerous gold 
cups and awards which he re- 
ceived in competition with his 
fellow chefs at the Statler and 
Coplet/ Plaza hotels. During 
the war the Naval unit at Okin- 
awa, served by the kitchens un- 
der hi3 supervision, was one of 
the very few which did not have 
a single case of sickness trace- 
able to inadequate kitchen sani- 
tation, and his Commanding 
Officer attested that he had 
without question the cleanest 
galley in the whole Pacific area, 
A report of "excellent” for the 
j condition of hi3 galley was sent 
to the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, Washington, D. C. 

“The large truck farm sur- 
rounding the plant on three 
sides is owned and operated by 
Mr. C. Gringeri of 50 Farwell 
street, who supplies the Star 
Market Company with fresh- 
picked produce which is washed 
and sanitarily packaged in cel- 
lophane in the large concrete 
basement of the main building. 
The vegetable trimmings and 
greens are carted away daily by 
the sanitary trucks. 

The large refrigerated chest, 
formerly used for the storage 
of milk, has been adapted for 
use of a flake-ice machine that 
quietly freezes tons of ice crys- 
tals which are needed in the care 
i of the packaged and of the fresh 
: fish which is cut and iced for 
I immediate transfer to the com- 
ipany’s retail supermarkets. All 
| fish trimmings are carefully 
| placed in metal cans and kept in 
| the refrigerated chest until col- 
I looted by the sanitary trucks. 
The grounds are kept thoroughly 
I clean of all food matter at ail 
times. All sewage waters are 
drained into large underground 
filtering tanks. No odors are 
detectable even by the family 
occupying the house on the 
premises who are employees of 
the Hood Milk Company; and at 
the original hearing on the Star 
Market Company’s petition there 
was no objection from any abut- 
ters. In fact, the nearest abut- 
ter, Mr. and Mrs. Kingsley, who 
appeared in response to the not- 
ice, stated at the hearing that 
they had r.c complaint regard- 
ing odors, sanitation, or usage 
of the plant. Mrs. Kingsley 


Company had improved the 
premises by filling in the low 
land at the side of their pond 
where previously a rubbish 
dump had existed. Her only 
criticism was in regard to the 
Star Market delivery trucks, 
and she was relieved to know 
that their use was to be discon- 
tinued entirely around April 1, 
1947. 

Claims and Rules Committee 
Chairman Kenneth D. McCut- 
chen, of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen, at a recent hearing 
on the petition read an agree- 
ment signed by H. D. Hood, Jr., 
Treasurer of the Hood Milk 
Company which owns the build- 
ings, asserting that owner 
would waive rights to noncon- 
forming use at the end of a 
two-year period if the extension 
were granted. Mr. McCutchen 
stated that if the agreement is 
entered into, the premiss will be 
used only for single residence 
purposes at the end of the two- 
year period. If the agreement 
is not accepted, the owners and 
their tenants may continue in- 
definitely to use the buildings 
and premises for any or ail of 
the previous non-conforming us- 
es as the area was not zoned for 
single family residence purposes 
until 1922 at which time the 
dairy plant and it3 many related 
activities were being carried on 
at the farm. A recent move- 
ment by a group of interested 
citizens to change the zoning 
from "general manufacturing” 
to “single residence" for the 
filled land between Farwell 
street and North street which is 
adjacent to the property in 
question, now oncupied by the 
Star Market Company, was un- 
successful in its efforts to deny 
a permit for the property pur- 
chaser to construct a commer- 
cial garage building. Previous 
efforts to stop the City of Wat- 
ertown from operating a huge 
rubbish dump in the low land 
along the river just a stone’s 
throw from the scattered resi- 
dential homes at the end of 
Albemarle Road on the Newton 
side of the Charles river like- 
wise was unsuccessful. The 
unsightly pond and swamp 
which drains the North street 
area and emptys into the creek 
at the junction of Albemarle 
Road and Brookdale street be- 
fore it flows into the Charles 
river by the Watertown dump 
is another focal point where the 
neighbors have wanted the City 
to act in their interest and fill 
in the area with sand. 

“The Star Market Company 
has assisted in every way that 
it could in improving the appear- 
ance of the area and will be 
better able to continue this ef- 
fort by planting; a row of bushy 
pines to screen the buildings if 
it is granted thi3 two-year 
period of use of the premises 
while it rushes construction on 
its new plant elsewhere.”
